HUGHES ON KINGOTREE.

THE GREENVILLE PEDAGOGUE IS
IN LOVE WITH OUR TOWN.

What he Says of the Late Teachers' In-
stisule.—Very Agreeably Disap-
pointed.—Well Pleased.

Trol. K. L. Hughes, of Green-
ville, who condueted the recent
teachers’ institute here contributs
ed a long article 1o the Green-
ville Daily News commenting
upon the institutes he had at-
tended in varions parts ol the
State.

We found
swamps, level, unbroken stretehes
of deep sand and luxuriant vegeta-
tion. but we have kept cool, had
pure clear artesian water to drink
and so far as we can tell good air
to breath, the mosquitoes have not
troubled us any more than if we:
were in Greenville, and the towns
seein prosperous, the people hope-
ful ind genuinely hospitable. We
had good men as school officers,
bright and we'l equipped teach-
ers who take even greater interest
in our work than teachers of some
of the counties more favored in
wealth and popnlation, and have
enjoyed being with them.” After
reviewing the institutes in other
low-country towns, Prof. Hughes

| wrole ol ours as follows:

“But Kingstree Lears off the
palm. For appreciation, hospi-
tality, culture, bright teachers
and a general allronnd good in-
stitute Kingstree is hard to beal.
Tiie attendance reached the high-
est mark here. The people filled
the court house at all night ses-
sions and attended in large num-
bers the daily sessions. Kingstree
might well be a health resort if
our experience is any test. We
shall certainly remember long the
kind, intelligent citizens, the at.
tentive and earnest teachers, the
efficient and courteous superin-
tandent, Mr. Lesesne, and mine
bost Barr, of the Coleman house, a
relative of our own substantial
citizen, who has spared no pains
{o take good care of us. Abbe
ville entertained all her county
:eachers in the homes of her cit-
zens free of charge.
